properly looked after 
they will be sum m arily dealt with.

The meeting of the loeal union of 
the Amalgamated Anociation yester­ 
day afternoon 
was 
well 
attended 
There were at least 40 men present. 
Only a part of the 
men are able to 
attend the meetings, as their work* 
calls them to duty at that hour of the 
day. 
The meeting was opened with 
the opening ode of the association. Or­ 
ganizer George D. Evans first 
ad­ 
dressed the men. 
He said in part:

try are union mills. We want to make 
the other 35 per cent union. We don't 
want any man to quit his work to join 
us, but we want every man to have 
his rights. 
Unions keep up wages 
and lf it were not for the* unions the 
non-union, men would not be getting 
the wages that they receive now. Or­ 
ganization has power. It would be bet 
ter for th»> men here if they were or 
ganized.” 
Ex*Vice President 
Charles 
Jam es 
then addressed the meeting. He said: 
“The union is for the purpose of pro­ 
je c tin g the workingman and his fam 
ily. We know that the Interests of the 
m anufacturer are our Interests too 
W hen he prospers we do the same. We 
are not out this time for more money; 
we are out for a principle and we are 
going to stand for that principle. 
If 
it is good for the m anufacturers to or­ 
ganize it is good for the workingmen 
to organize. 
We are not here to de­ 
grade, but to elevate the men. 
We 
do not want our men to do anything 
rash; we want them all to be conserv­ 
ative. 
In joining this union they are 
looking Into the future—they are pre 
paring the way for the good of their 
posterity, and that is noble.”

The value of the Philippines to the 
I nited .States cannot be overestimated, 
says General Frederick D. Grant in 
Leslie's Weekly. It will increase with 
the development of the islands and the 
growth of our trade with Asia. It is 
greatest, therefore, from a commercial 
standpoint, but is remarkable also as a 
strategic basis in time of war. 
We 
have added a vast area to the United 
States of incomparable richness, natu­ 
ral resources and fertility. The climate 
is salubrious, and the Anglo-Saxon can 
live in any part of the country with 
comfort and little expense comparative­ 
ly because of the warm weather. 
A 
mon with a small income can build up 
a competence there more readily than 
in this country, and the field is full of 
opportunity for the Industrious and the 
thrifty. The soil is capable of support­ 
ing three times the present number of 
inhabitants and of doing it much better 
than they are now supported when 
there are better facilities of transporta­ 
tion. 
Anything that grows In tile temper­ 
ate and tropical zone can be raised 
somewhere in the mountains or plains 
of the Philippines. 
A great many Americans went out to 
the Philippines on prospecting tours, 
but were disappointed at the passage 
of the Spooner bill, with its amend­ 
ments, which prevents the granting of 
any franchises until congress makes 
laws to regulate them. I am told that 
surveys have been made for several 
railroads which would approximately 
cover the following routes: One 200 
miles to the south of Manila, another 
170 mile* through the eastern part of 
the great valley of Luzon directly in­ 
land to Benguet, In the mountains, and 
a third HO miles to the north, being an 
extension of the present road. This 
will make the present line 250 miles 
long if the extension is built. 
We shall obtain a large market for 
our m anufactures In the islands, and 
die whole trade of the archipelago will 
come under our exclusive control In a 
few years—that Is. as soon as the 
clause of the treaty of peace by whicli 
we agreed to give Spain equal trade 
privileges in the islands with ourselves 
expires. 
The Filipinos belong to the thirteenth 
or fourteenth century, but are a kind, 
peace loving and intelligent people. 
This is true of the whole so far as I 


I have observed aud is not confined to 
any particular locality or class. The 


i people are loyal, are fond of displaying 
! the stars and stripes and look upon the 
I Americans as a race of benefactors 
little less than wonderful In their in 
genuity. 
The timber lands nearly all belong to 
the government. There are forests of 
ebony, mahogany and other rare hard 
and valuable woods that will be used 
some day In the United States for fur­ 
niture and bouse trimmings. Of these 
woods I should say there are at least 
IOO varieties, many of which are whol­ 
ly unfam iliar to Americans. 
I ara in 
favor of preserving the forests by gov­ 
ernm ent regulation instead of allowing 
the tim ber to be swept clean by private 
Interests. 
The archipelago Is of first Importance 
from a military standpoint, because it 
gives us a station at a comparatively 
short distance from the great future 
field of commerce, the Chinese empire. 
with 400.000.000 inhabitants, in the 
soulheastern part of Asia. 
As these 
nations produce more they will become 
more capable of buying, and the chance 
of controlling their trade is enhanced 
by having a strong outpost at Manila, 
at the very gates of the orient. It may 
not be that we shall ever have to tight 
to hold or control this trade, but we 
shall be much more apt to have our 
share of it if we are prepared for 
strong measures to defend our rights.

“The union is for the purpose of pro­ 
j e c t i n g the workingman and his film 
ily. W e know that the Interests of the 
m anufacturer are 
our interests too 
W hen he prospers we do the same. We 
are not out this time for more money; 
we are out for a principle and we are 
going to stand for that principle. 
If 
it Is good for the m anufacturers to or­ 
ganize It is good for the workingmen 
to organize.

IO.—T h e demon­ 
stration against

chairs, for the use of which a fee is 
charged, were continued in Madison 
square park. 
A mob several hundred 
strong took the police by surprise and 
m e e t-j began a wholesale destruction of the 
chairs at the north end cf the park. 
The attendant in charge was swept 
from his feet arid carried down witli 
bis property. 
The chairs were scat­ 
tered over the pathways aud the po­ 
lice reserves were unable to quell the 
n o t for a time. 
They charged with 
drawn clubs and several men were 
arrested. 
One of the occupants of a pay chair 
was Terry McGovern, 
the 
pugilist, 
who called upon one of the attend­ 
ants "to come aud collet*.” 
The at­ 
tendant, however, did not accept the 
invitation. 
In the early evening at 
Madison square the crowd kept grow­ 
ing larger and larger and blocked the 
ndth where the pay chairs were. 
The 
police w'ere practically unable to clear 
a passage way. 
Tw o men sat down. 
One of the chair men attempted to 
collect from these men. 
They only 
laughed at him. and another attend­ 
ant, without further parley, walked to 
the rear of the chairs and dumped 
the occupants out.

squabble, and

crowd encouraged the men to "stand 
by their guns,” the police interfered 
and the two men and the second at­ 
tendant were marched to the police 
station.

“You may talk about your city circus 
goers,” sa id tho old circus man, "but 
the Indian, the wild, untutored red man 
of the plains, has got thoui all beaten 
to dentil. 
There's no circus goer in the 
world like the North American aborig­ 
ine. 
Ile will travel farther, endure 
more privations aud 
skimp him self 
harder to got the price of admission 
than any other human being in tile 
world. 
W hat’s more, I believe he real­ 
ly enjoys the circus better than the ne* 
gro, though he doesn't make any fm a 
over it. 
"The negro, 
as every circus man 
knows, will soli tile family cook stove 
to get money to see the elephant, but 
the Indian will barter off his papoose, 
his squaw or even hts most cherished 
possession, his horse,* to get a ticket. 
After the negro conies the Chinaman. 
The Mexicans, too, are not slow in re­ 
sponding to the toot of tln> calliope. The 
laziest greaser on the Texas border, 
who never paid a debt in bis life, bobs 
up promptly on circus day with his 50 
cents, though nobody knows where he 
got it. 
But the Indian is the greatest 
circus fiend of all. 
"In the west our circus Is known 
among the Indians as ‘the heap big 
I brothers’ show .’ 
It is the only circus j 


I that attracts the red man. and he w aits 
I for its yearly appearance as confidently 
as he aw aits the return of spring. 
In 
Missoula. Mon., one of our regular 
The two purchases stands, fully one-half of the audience Is 
) made up of Indians. 
They come from 
1 as far as 200 miles on horseback and 
even on foot, starting on their long 
Journey days before the circus date and 
arriving promptly on the morning of 
th# day of exhibition. 
"On circus day it is a ease of every 
mau for him self with the Indians. The 
lord of the tepee brings enough trinkets 
in tile shape of moccasins and bows 
and arrows to peddle around town and 
In this w ay gets money for his own ad ­ 
mission ticket. 
His squaw brings w il­ 
low baskets and lins to hustle for her 
own ticket. 
T hey generally come In | 
couples astride o f a pony, and lf the 
market Is overcrowded with Indian rel­ 
ics they will sell the nag. 
"When the show trains arrive In 
these western tow ns early In the morn*

Chinamen saw the circus one season. 
Some of them came In coaches drawn 
by handsome horses, and they sat In 
boxes.

merchants worth 
their millions gave matinee parties, the 
men wonting richly embroidered gow ns 
and the women clad in costly silk cut 
not In tho form of drosses, but as a 
man wears Ids broadcloth. 
At one 
matinee given In the California city 
j 8,000 Chinese aud fully 2,000 Japs at­ 
tended. 
The remaining few of the 
spectators were Americans.

sat promiscuously mixed over the blue 
seats.

The cow ­ 
boys yelped like a pack (lf coyotes 
when Mine.

After tho advent of the house of Ilan- 
over the favorite games tit court were

bre,” and “commerce.” The gains and 
losses of the kings and queens were, as 
a rule, restricted to IOO guineas, hut on 
Twelfth Night it was customary for 
thousands to change hands. 
On one 
occasion Lady (,’owper. a lady in wait­ 
ing, refused for the sake of her chil­ 
dren to take part in the game. as none 
sat down to the table with less than 
£2< '< I. 
About the year 1740 a rag*- for 
“whisk,” or whist, set in, but at first 
It was considered too wise a game for 
ladies to join In. Hume, the historian, 
never went to bed without his whist, 
and even the great Johnson regretted 
t lint he had not learned to play cards. 
In 1742 “H orry” Walpole finds it abso­ 
lutely necessary to learn 
“whisk,” 
“having waited in vain for Its being 
left off.” 
We find bim in another let­ 
ter threatening to build 'an ad ar to 
“Pain” to commemorate the escape of 
his charm ing Duchess of Grafton, who, 
it appears, had been playing cards in 
Rome when she ought to have been at 
a cardinal's reception, where the boor 
fell in and all the m onsignors were 
precipitated into the cellar! 
Cards were so very much In evidence 
In his time that even invitations were 
frequently issued and notes written up­ 
on the hacks of playing cards, which 
on th at account were usually plain, 
without any design. 
The chevaliers 
famous order to retreat at Culloden 
was w ritten on the back of the nine of 
hearts. 
A fresh attem pt was made in 1739 to 
remedy the state of gambling in Eng­ 
land by passing an act which provided 
that “any person keeping a house or 
other place to game In forfeits £200, 
half to the prosecutor and half to the 
poor of the parish,” whereupon two 
ladies of title. Mordington and Casselis, 
who keep o)»en houses for gambling, 
claimed their privilege of peerage in 
order to intimidate the peace officers 
from doing their duty and suppressing 
the public gaming bouses by them.— 
Longman's Magazine.

He nodded affirmatively 
as his eyes passed over the statement 
that told of the offer of the leader ot 
the Filipinos. Having finished he laid 
uown the paper and said: 
“Ye®, that 
statement is substan 
tially correct.” 
Mr. Bryan then explained how the , 
vffer was made and refused. 
Some: 
time before the emissaries of Agui- 
raldo called at the Hoffman house in 
New York las* fall, Mr. Bryan 
re 
teived a letter telling him that Agui­ 
naldo^ representatives 
would 
call 
and they would make the proposition 
to Mr. Bryan that Aguinaldo would 
give $100,000 to the Democratic cam­ 
paign fund. 
In addition they would promise for 
the Filipino leader that he would s u r ­ 
render it the Nebraskan were elected, 
and that the surrender would be im­ 
mediate and unconditional 
In return 
they would exact a promise that a 
reasonable 
iorm 
of 
government, 
founded on the principles in force 
id the United States, begiven to the 
Filipinos. 
When the Filipino agents appeared j 
at the Hoffman house, Mr. Bryan re­ 
fused to see them. 
They clamored 
for an audience with Mr. Bryan 
or 
some one who represented him. 
To all these appeals the Nebraskan 
was deaf. He not only refused to see 
them, but he refused to delegate to 
any one in authority to consider the 
proposition they might make. 
Finally, atter trying to the utmost 
to get to Mr. Bryan and put the prop­ 
osition before him, they abandoned 
the plan and took the advice of some 
of the attaches of the national head­ 
quarters staff, which 
was to leave 
New York and report to their princi­ 
pals that the Democrats would have

Th eir Support Worked a Transform a­ 


tion In Speculative Senti­ 


ment Tuesday.

prompt transformation in speculative

prices, 
but 
brokers with supporting orders were 
present at the same time and were 
bidding above the prices at which 
others were letting the stocks go. The 
consequence was some 
wide 
open­ 
ings in the prices of the granger. Pa­ 
cific and Southwestern stocks on sales 
of 1.000 to 3,500 shares of each. The 
average level of prices was carried a 
point or more below Monday night, 
aud there were exceptional losses in 
I AntisVille of 3 ^ , in Baltimore and 
Ohio of 3 ^ and in Southern Pacific 
of 1%. 
United States Steel received 
determined support from the outset, 
ana although the first offerings were 
of 10.000 shares the price was held 
at Monday night's level. 
During the 
rest of the day the market showed 
steady recuperation and at times de­ 
veloped a tone of positive buoyancy. 
The 
stocks 
which 
suffered 
most 
acutely in Monday's liquidation were 
most conspicuous in Tuesday's rally, 
notably St. Paul. Union Pacific, Mis­ 
souri Pacific and Atchison.

R U SSIA ’S O F F E R D E C LIN E D . 


Gage Replied That Sugar Matter Was 
in Court. 
Washington. July IO.—Another im­

The Russian minister of finance, 
M. de Witte, has proposed that Rus­ 
sia will vacate all of the additional 
duties levied on American goods since 
the importation of the sugar differ­ 
ential.

The value of the Philippines to the 
I niti-d States cannot be overestimated, 
says General Frederick r>. Grant in 
Leslie s Weekly. It will increase with 
the development of the islands and the 
growth of our trade with Asia. It is 
greatest, therefore, from a commercial 
standpoint, but is remarkable also as a 
strategic basis in time of war. 
We 
have added a vast area to the United 
States of incomparable richness, natu­ 
ral resources and fertility. The climate 
Is salubrious, and the Anglo-Saxon can 
live in any part of the country with 
comfort and little expense comparative­ 
ly because of the warm weather. 
A 
man with a small income can build up 
a competence there more readily than 
in this country, and the field is full of 
opportunity for the industrious and the 
thrifty. Tile soil Is capable of support­ 
ing three times the present number of 
Inhabitants nod of doing it much better 
than they are now supported when 
there are better facilities of transporta­ 
tion. 
Anything that grows In tile temper­ 
ate and tropical zone can lie raised 
somewhere in the mountains or plains 
of the Philippines. 
A great many Americans went out to 
the Philippines on prospecting tours, 
but were disappointed at the passage 
of the Spooner bill, with its amend­ 
ments, which prevents the granting of 
any franchises until congress makes 
Jaws to regulate them. I am told that 
surveys have been made for several 
railroads which w’ouid approximately 
cover tile following routes: One 200 
miles to the south of Manila, another 
170 miles through the eastern part of 
the great valley of Luzon directly In­ 
land to Benguet, in the mountains, and 
a third I IO miles to the north, being an 
extension of tile present road. 
This 
will make the present line 250 miles 
long if the extension Is built. 
We shall obtain a large market for 
our manufactures In the islands, and 
the whole trade of the archipelago will 
come under our exclusive control in a 
few* years—that Is, as soon as the 
danse of the treaty of peace by which 
we agreed to give Spa iu equal trade 
privileges in tile islands with ourselves 
expires. 
The Filipinos belong to the thirteenth 
or fourteenth century, but are a kind, 
peace loving and intelligent people. 
This is true of the whole so far as I 
have observed and is not confined to 
any particular locality or class. Tile 
people are loyal, are fond of displaying 
the stars and stripes and look upon tile 
Americana as a race of benefactors 
little less than wonderful in their in­ 
genuity. 
The timber lands nearly all belong to 
the government. There are forests of 
ebony, mahogany and other rare hard 
and valuntde woods that wdll lie used 
some day In the United States for fur­ 
niture and house trimmings. Of thesi 
woods I should say there are at least 
IOO varieties, many of which are wbol 
ly unfamiliar to Americans. I am in 
favor of preserving the forests by gov­ 
ernment regulation Instead of allowing 
the timber to be swept clean by private 
Interests. 
The archipelago Is of first Importance 
from a military standpoint, because it 
gives us a station at a comparatively 
short distance from the great future 
field of commerce, tile Chinese empire, 
with 400.00d.000 Inhabitants. In the 
southeastern part of Asia. 
As these 
nations produce more they will become 
more capable of buying, and the chance 
of controlling their trade is en ba aced 
by having a strong outpost at Manila, 
at tile very gates of the orient. It may 
not be that we shall ever have to fight 
to hold or control this trade, but we 
shall be much more apt to have our 
share of It if we are prepared for 
strong measures to defend our rights,

IL* will travel farther, endure 
more privations and skim p himself 
harder to gel tin* price of admission 
than any of her hum an being in tim 
world. 
W hat’s more, I believe he real­ 
ly enjoys tin* circus better than tin* ne­ 
gro, though he doesn't m ake any f u n 
over It. 
“The negro, as every circus man 
I knows, will soil the family cook stove
